Atlanta with characteristic courtesy and 
freedom from formality, assuring them 
that he is looking forward to his visit 
to the southland with the greatest pleas. 
ure. He explained to the delegation 
that he is going to Atlanta, principally 
to show his personal esteein for Lieuten- 
ant Brumby, and it is his wish that the 
visitation shall be accompanied by as 
little display or demonstration as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Egleston, who acted as chairman 
of the delegation, assured the admiral] 
that the citizens of Georgia appreciate 
the honor of entertaining the hero of 
Manila, and it may be impossible to re- 
strain the feeling of enthusiasm which 
prevails in the south, as well as in other 
sections of thé country.

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The biggest military demonstration that 
has ever occurred in Atlanta or in the 
state will be given in honor of Admiral 
Dewey and Lieutenant Brumby next 
Thursday. The general reception commit- 
tee at its session yesterday morning rec- 
ognizing the importance of the military 
feature of the celebration appropriated the 
sum of $5,000 to meet the expense which 
will be incurred from this source. 

Unless the indications fail, and there is 
no reason to believe they wiMfll, the militia 
of Georgia will be backed up in the parade 
by troops from Alabama, Tennessee, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and possi- 
bly Florida. Telegrams were hurried off 
yesterday by the military committee to 
the adjutants general of each of the states 
named asking them to wire an invitation 
at the committee’s expense to each com- 
pany commander in their jurisdiction, to 
take part in the big military parade in 
honor of Dewey and Brumby. 

At the lowest estimate made by any 
member of the military committee there 
will be in Atlanta next Thursday over 3,000 
visiting troops and the number may go up 
upon the receipt of replies from the dif- 
ferent states to 5,000.

No one would 
be greatly surprised to see 100,000 people 
come here next Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Now that it is certain the admiral will 
visit no other city in the south, the esti- 
mates are hardly limited at all. Every 
one saw that if the distinguished Amerl- 
can, in his great good nature, suffered 
himself to be pulled and hauled around 
from city to city, the Maconites, Augus- 
and Jacksonvillians 
‘would stay at home his 
coming. But the admiral evidently real- 
izes that he will see Georgia and the 
south when he comes to Atlanta, Then, 
too, he wants to get back to Washington

and settle down. 

As Atlanta extended the first invitation 
from the south, the admiral will come 
here, but he plans to return direct to 
Washington. Knowledge of this fact will 
decide thousands of people to come here. 

Passenger répresentatives of the dif- 
ferent roads entering Atlanta prophesy 
that people will come here from Florida, 
the two. Carolinas, labama, Mississippi 
and Tennessce. New Orleans will send a 
large party, perhaps running up into the 
thousands. 

Representatives of the roads say that 
they will be able to bring everybody who 
buys a ticket. All the roads are-con- 
centrating their passenger cars now and 
they are borrowing or renting from their 
connections. 

The Southern is fixing to bring 50,000 
passengers in ‘here Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday. The Central will be in 
shape to bring in 25,000 Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

The Western and Atlantic

The evidence of the case will be writ- 
ten out within the next few days, and if 
there are no special points on which the 
court wants more light, it will be sub- 
mitted to the governor, with such rec- 
ommendations as the members see fit 
to make. The governor will then take ac- 
tion in the matter without any further 
delay.

The Constitution has published first 
and last a great many articles ®n this 
important subject, but Mr. DeLacey’s 
letter is tha most important as well 
as the most satisfactory we have yet 
seen.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
Criminal Law Reform. 


Editor Constitution—The Constitution having 
taken such strong position on the subject of 
criminal law reform, and having urged .the 
adoption of the changes proposed by the Rar 
Association, I may be pardoned for making 
a few suggestions on the line of the report 
of the committee on jurisprudence and law 
reform, made at the last meeting of the as- 
sociation. : 

The legislature soon to meet will have the 
subject of criminal law reform before them, 
and @ repetition of the suggestion made by 
the bar asociation, as well as by eminent law- 
yers and judges of the state on the necessity 
of the proposed reforms, may not be out of 
place, 

The thing that meets us daily In the courts, 
and which we believe to be the chief cause of 
the discontent and disorder that occasionally 
break out, {s the uncertainty of punishment 
for the commisssion of crime; and, while it 
is sometimes the fault of the court and its 
officers, it is more largely the fault of the 
System of criminal law of force in this state, 
and its uncertain application by the courts. 

An instance of this kind occurred recently. 
A man named Oliver was indicted for vol- 
untary manslaghter. It was alleged that he 
had killed a man by the name of E. T. Bag- 
ley. After issue joinéd, it was preven that 
the man killed was E. F. Bagley and not 
E. T. Bagley, as alleged. When this variance 
was made to appear, the presiding judge di- 
rected a verdict of acquittal and the defend- 
ant was discharged, 

These faults are not made apparent to the 
general public, for the reason that, where a 
judge undertakes the disposition of a case 
without the intervention of a jury, by dis- 
charging or by directing a verdict in favor 
of the prisoner, the state, whose vital interests 
are affected by such disposition of the criml- 
nal, is wholly without any remedy to review 
the action of the court and correct the error 
when committed. 

It was said as long ago as 1849, by the itlus- 
trious Joseph Henry Lumpkin: ‘‘The age is 
passed for the civil and criminal justice of 
the country to be defeated by the absence or 
presence of one or more ‘‘absque hocs,”’ then 
and theres, videlicets, ete., and; for one, I 
rejoice to see edifices built (although they 
may be called the granite of Littleton, the ce- 
ment of Coke, the trowel of Blackstone, and 
the genius of a hundred justices, and covered 
with the moss of many generations), swaying 
beneath the sturdy blows so unexpectedly ap- 
plied by the hand of reform. Why should 
the spirit of progress, which is abroad in the 
world and which is heaving and agitating 
the public mind in respect to the arts, sciences, 
politics and religion, halt upon the vestibule 
of our temples of justice? Why not pene- 
trate fearlessly the precincts of the bar and 
bench, and remodel the principles and practice 
of the old common law, to accommodate !t 
to the enlightenment of a rapidly advancing 
civilization? 

In England and in most of the states, stat- 
utes have been enacted allowing the mistakes 
in indictments in the statement of the time 
and place, the names and initials and de- 
scription of persons, the descriptions of proper- 
ty, of ownership—in larceny, burglary, arson, 
receiving stolen goods, etc., to be cured by 
amendment at the trial. 

Lord Hale: said: ‘In favor of Hfe, great 
strictness has been in all times required in 
point of indictment (and, in truth, that has 
grown to be a blemish and inconvenience: for 
the demonstration thereof). More offenders es- 
cape by the very easy ear given to excep- 
tions in indictments than by their inno- 
cence, and many times gross murderers, bur- 
glars- and other henious offenders escape, io 
the /reproach of the law, to the shame of 
the government,-to the encouragement of 
Villlany, and the dishonor of God.’’ 

Judge H. T. Lewis, of our own supreme 
court, said two years ago: ‘‘The criminal, 
even when proven guilty, {s not always con- 
victed. In some instances this is the result 
of what is commonly known as technicalities 
of the law, in nowise affecting the merits 
of the case, and is not the fault of the judg2 
or jury. "Where ‘such rules thus result in 
liberating the guilty, having no foundation 
in justice or reason, it is calculated to di- 
minish respect for the law in the public mind. 
In. other cases such consequences are, at 
times, attributable to the fault of the jury 
trying the particular case. If the crime is a 
grave one, this has a tendency to excite 
contempt for the jury and the law that puts 
it in the power of the prisoner to select such 
a triburmal. The difficulty is usually found 
in the strict rules relative to criminal plead- 
ings which often make a mere trifling varia- 
tion between allegations and proof fatal to 
the state. All of this can be remedied with- 
out any injustice to the defendant, by allowing 
more liberality in the amendment of criminal 
proceedings at any stage of the trial, as is 
allowed in civil cases.”’ 

Surely, these fictions, these myths of a 
system, have no place in our civilization. Pres- 
ident Miller, of the association, said: ‘Over 
the signature of ‘Idler,’ a Georgia journal 
said recently: ‘Just look at the progress in 
science, art, journalism, railroads, surgery, 
architecture and almost everything else, anl 
then turn and gaze upon the law! There you 
are; the same old cobwebs, the same old 
hair-splitting technicalities, the same old ridic- 
ulous forms, the same old ridiculous ramifi- 
cations, the same old labyrinths, besides a 
good many other things, not forgetting the 
same old law's delays which Shakespeare 
made Hamlet lament over 400 years ago.’’ 

The change proposed by this association in 
the criminal laws, together with a higher 
education of public sentiment, is a duty wnich 
we all owe to the profession, to the society 
in Which we live, and to the civilization which 
we are endeavoring to bulid up. To put the 
two hand in hand and bring the criminal 
law and its methods up to the spirit and 
quickness, the life, the movement, the fair- 
ness and the reality of this age, discarding 
ali scholastic forms and tecnnicaiities as far 
as is needed, and stilt preserve tne sub- 
stance of justice.

An example of 
the wisdom of Judge Nisbefft’'s suggestion was 
that of an indictment for selling alcoholic, 
spirituous and = intoxicating liquor. Thea 
evidence established the fact that the defend- 
ant sold a quart of rye whisky and the de- 
fendant was convicted. He made a motion for 
new trial, alleging that there was no proof 
that ‘‘rye whisky’’ was alcoholic, spirituous 
and intoxicating. To this the reply was that 
no proof was needed, for the reason that the 
court would take judicial notice of the fact 
that it was a matter of common knowledge 
that ‘‘rye whisky’’ was alcoholic, spirituous 
and ihtoxicating. The judge was in doubt, 
but he resolved the doubt in favor of the de- 
fendant and granted a new trial. This case 
is a fair example of a class wherein the state 
would be allowed to carry up to the supreme 
court for review such rulings and decisions. 

Again, Judge Bleckley said in 1897: ‘Nod 
court can possibly have the influence it ought 
to have on the Htigation before it, or on 
the public mind, if the presiding judge is re- 
strained from saying frankly what he thinks 
of the business he is transacting, and thus 
doing all he ¢an to bring its real merits into 
clear and open light.’’

It is to be hoped that the legislature will 
take up the bills of the bar association, which 
for the most part cover these much-needed 
reforms.

THE DYNAMITE 
IN THE TRANSVAAL 


There will be no peace party in Eng- 
land now that war is on, but up to the 
time when war became certain the peace 
party was very aggressive. Many prom- 
inent Hbera! leaders and politicians were 
very reticent and manifested a disposi- 
tion to support the government policy 
without regard to politics, but there were 
a lot of lesser lights in the opposition 
who were most aggressive. So aggres- 
sive were they, and such were the repre- 
sentations they made of the issues, it 
was freely charged in London that they 
were operating on Boer money. This 
vas aimed particularly at the newspaper 
which led the fight. On all sides I heard 
this charge repeated, but usually it was 
done without mention of the _ paper. 
Everybody understood, however, that The 
Chronicle, the great radical paper, was 
the one meant. 

On its face the charge that any Eng- 
‘ishman or any English newspaper could 
be influenced in such a way seems pre- 
posterous, and I doubt if those who 
threw out these insinuations believed 
them. But many of the people took them 
seriously. When I suggested that the lit- 
tle Boer republic was probably the 
poorest nation on the face of the earth 
and that even if it had money to burn 
it would hardly turn it loose in London, 
I made myself distinctly unpopular. The 
“beastly yankee’ was at once suspected 
of having sympathies for the ‘blasted 
Boer,’’ and then the Englishman, in h'‘s 
insular conceit, talked of Knowing that 
Dewey had English gunners at Manila. 
At that point the Anglo-American en- 
tente cordiale was in grave danger of 
rupture and would doubtless have been 
forgotten but for the soothing influences 
of Scotch and soda.

The English claim that the Boers are 
by no means as poor as they like to 
make it appear. They say that the Eng- 
lish, through their development of the 


gold mines, have added great wealth to: 


the coffers of the republic, which, though 
denying a representation to the develop- 
ers, has not hesitated to use its 
taxing powers to the limit. And as for 
Oom Paul—they believe that he has 
waxed and grown fat through a liberal 
rake-off from the detested dynamite 
monopoly which is in a sense at the bot- 
tom of this whole trouble. 

That dynamite monopoly is certainly 
one, of the best things which this nine- 
teenth century has known. When, more 
than twenty years ago, the mines were 
first opened in the Transvaal, President 
Kruger saw the value of the dynamite 
business and proceeded to put one of his 
closest friends in on the ground floor, 
Dynamite is an absolute necessity in the 
mining business. Recognizing this. Kru- 
ger proceeded. to give his friend—a Hol- 
lander and not a citizen or resident of 
the Transvaal—a monopoly in the im- 
portation of the stuff. This took the 
form of absolute prohibition of the im- 
portation Into the country of any dyna- 
mite save that sent In by his friend. 
There was a provision that this friend 
should erect factories in the Transvaal, 
but that has never been done, and the 
infraction of this part of the agreement 
has been steadily ignored by President 
Kruger, although more than once he has 
been strongly criticised by his fellow 
burghers for it. Indeed, this dynamite 
monopoly has caused internal trouble 
among the Boers as well as trouble with 
the English. 


The great value of this monopoly to 
somebody is shown by the figures. For 
a long time this dynamite—and the 
miners complained that it was of infe- 
rior grade—was held at one hundred and 
fifty shillings a case, and later at one 


| hundred and twenty, though at that time 


reliable firms offered to put a better arti- 
cle down at Johannesburg at thirty-seven 
shillings and six pence a case. The 
present price at which the monopoly 
sells the stuff is seventy-five shillings a 
case, twice as much as other dealers 
offer it: and it js certain that the other 
dealers fix their price so as to allow a 
margin for themselves. 

More than two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand cases are used in the Transvaal 
mines each year. That, at seventy-five 
shillings, costs something Hke $4,687,500, 
a clear profit to somebody of $2,343,730 a 
year.

Rules Are Imperative. 

When the Puritan fouled the Genesta 
on the outside course in 1887, carrying 
away the challenger’s bowsprit and top- 
‘mast, although the rare was at his mercy 
under the rules, Lord Richard Sutton 
magnanimously refused to claim it. To 
avoid just such a contingency, in which 
the beneficiary of an accident fs always 
reluctant to claim hig rights, a special 
clause was added to the rules this year, 
leaving absolutely no option in the matter. 

This clause was signed by Sir Thomas 
Lipton and Mr. Iselin a few days before 
the date of the first attempt to race. The 
accident today shows what a delicate 
machine a racing yacht is nowadays, and 
how close to the limit of safety it is built. 
It is a superlatively light spread of can- 
_ Vas. The most delicate and scientific 
adjustment of weights is required. The 
simple breaking of a stay today wrecked 
the Shamrock. 

The wire backstay of the topmast which 
helps to support the slender spars gave 
way and this support removed, her Ore- 
gon pine topmast, as big as-a telegraph 
pole, sixty feet long and fourteen inches 
in diameter, snapped off like a match 
just above the lower mastcap. This 
mast was not only supporting the pres- 
sure of a 15-knot breeze against her big 
kite, but was also sustaining the crush- 
‘ing weight of the sail itself and the 
two-club topsail yards, each forty feet 
long. 

Shamrock Again in Dock. 

Later in the afternoon the Shamrock 

was towed up to Erie Basin in the 
upper bay. A new topmast will be sent 
up tomorrow and she will be remeas-

The Shamrock finally got the Columbia 
under her lee two minutes before the 
start and, try as the defender would, she 
could not shake off her rival. Both were 
on the port tack to the southward of the 
lightship. Finally, ‘when but seventy sec- 
onds remained, the Columbia 4vore around 
beautifully while the Shamrock simul- 
taneously tacked in the other direction, 
and thus making two divergent circles, 
they came around on the starboard tack 
and headed for the line. A collision was 
inevitable had they approached’ § each 
other at an acute angle under the lee of 
the lightship. But the Shamrock estab- 
lished an overlap and the Columbia had 
to keep off and almost together they 
bounded away in the smoke of the gun, 
so close that a s&lor might have stepped 
from one boat to the other. 


The Shamrock Gets the Start. 

The Shamrock was perhaps half a 
length ahead and in the windward berth. 
Both had their“sheets trimmed straight 
aft and as she went across the Columbia 
set her baby jib topsail. It was broken 
out and sheeted home in eight seconds. 
But the smartness of the yankee boat in 
setting its sail did not compensate the 
patriots for the disappointment they suf- 
fered on account of the Shamrock’s su- 
perior generalship in getting the weather 
gauge. But their disappointment was 
shortlived. The Columbia was blanketed 
and the patriets expected to see her drop 
astern. Instead she gathered headway 
and ‘went through the Shamrock’s lee 
like a race ‘horse. 

Madly she footed and in five minutes 
she was clear of her adversary. Five 
minutes later the Shamrock went about 
on the port tack, but the yankee held on 
for a minute to be sure of the weather 
gauge. As both heeled away on this 
tack it seemed that the Columbia would 
repeat her performance of yesterday, 
for she footed faster and pointed higher. 

Fifteen minutes after the start she 
was three hundred yards well out on the 
green boat’s weather bow and forging 
ahead at every bound. The Shamrock 
did not set her handkerchief forward, 
evidently believing from her experience 
that it Knocked her off the 
wind. Captain Hogarth was able to 
keep her closer, but ‘he could not hold her 
as high as the white beauty.

Although the Co- 
lumbia was to be the beneficiary of the 
accident, never were there more sincere 
of regret than when the 
Shamrock wore slowly around and gave 
up the contest. 

The Columbia went on, gas she was

the Erin as she left the line to go to her 
wounded champion. Commodore Benedict 
was one of the first to get alongside, and 
expressed his sincere regrets over the 
hard luck which had befallen the chal- 
lenger. 

Sir Thomas took all the expressions with 
the spirit in which they were meant and 
philosophically replied that it was the for- 
tune of war. A large majority of the 
vessels of the excursion fleet continued 
over the course with the Columbia, but 
the interest in the race was gone. They 
saluted her with their brazen throats at 
the two outer marks and gathered at the 
finish to give ‘her a stentorian welconie. 

Columbia Made Splendid Time. 

The Columbia made a fine race of it, 
pluckily holding on to her club topsalil 
throughout and setting her balloon jib in 
the final reach for home. Her time was 
little short of marvelous, 

She covered the course in three hours 
and thirty-seven minutes, the beat ten 
miles to windward in one hour and thir- 
ty-nine minutes and eleven seconds; the 
reach to the second mark in fifty-three 
minutes and fifty-nine seconds and the 
last leg in one hour, three minutes and 
tifty seconds, 

As she crossed the finish line she let go 
her head sails, and one of the Deer Isle 
sailors treated the spectators to an exhibi- 
tion of daring as he climbed out over the 
peak halyard, eighty feet in the air, to 
loose the club topsail. 

It was found that the direct cause of 
the accident to the Shamrock was the 
parting on her fore topmast shroud in the 
“nip’’; that is the portion of the steel 
wire representing in the spreader which 
extends outboard from the hounds of the 
lower mast. The strands of the wire eas!i- 
ly chafe and rust at that point, especially 
when the shroud is slackened by reason of 
being to leeward. 

Lipton Follows His Yacht. 

The steam yacht Erin, with Sir Thomas 
Lipton and party- on board, followed the 
Shamrock back to Sandy Hook, while 
she was towed by her tender. On her way 
in the Erin was passed by the steam 
yacht Oneida. Former Commodore BE. C. 
Benedict was on the bridge. He hailed 
Sir Thomas Lipton through the mega- 
phone and said: 

“IT am very sorry to see the accident 
and I am also sorry that the race is to 
be won this way: We should all be more 
pleased to see the yachts sail it out.” 

Sir Thomas t' »nked him and passed on 
in his yacht. «16 Shamrock was towed 
to Erie Basin, where she is to be fitted 
with a new topmast and remeasured. 

The committee at once pald a visit to 
Sir Thomas Lipton and to Commodore 
Morgan, who was there with his steam 
yacht Corsair, also to Mr. Iselin. 

On the Columbia's deck a consultation 
was held, which resulted In the decision 
that the Shamrock should be allowed one 
day to repair damages and that the next 
race would be sailed on Thursday. It 
will be fifteen miles to windward or lee- 
ward and return.

Our cor- 
respondent says tha Columbia had the 
race well in hand when the accident to 
the Shamrock happened and that her 
captain proved a superior’ tactician. 
Thera was something prophetic in the 
yankee caricature of poor John Bull toil- 
ing in vain to Hft the trophy from the 
ground.” 

“The Datly Mail says: ‘‘The’ Sham- 
rock’s chance of winning the cup seems 
to be extinguished. Sir Thomas Lipton 
will have the sympathy of every true 
sportsman here and America in his cruel 
luck.’’ : 

The Standard is inclined to think that 
even without the accident the Columbia 
would have proved victorious, as she 
started in a worse position and yet she 
got ahead.

THE CASE WILL END TONIGHT 


Praceedings af the Second Night of the 
Irlal of Captain Slaughter, 


THERE WERE NO SENSATIONAL SCENES 


The Trial Was Quiet, but Did Not 
Lack in Interest When Green 
Conn Took the Witness 
Stand—What Conn 
, Told. 


There were no thrilling scenes or sen- 
gational denouements at the trial of De- 
tective Captain Bradley Slaughter last 
night as there had been the night bef.We, 
but the case was not lacking in interest 
as Detective Green Conn told his story on 
the witness stand. 

Detective Conn is the member of Cap- 
fain Slaughter’s staff who asserts that 
he has made a ‘“elean breast’’ of trans- 
gctions in which he and Captain Slaugh- 
ter “divided the spoils.” From the very 
beginning of the investigation the great- 
est interest has hung around Conn’s 
statements, and there has all along been 
much curicsity to hear what he would 
gptate under oath. , 

Conn told a story of three or four 
transactions in which he alleges that he 
did outside work under the orders of 
Captain Slaughter, arfd he and the cap- 
tain divided what money was made cut 
of them. 

Conn was put under a rigid and close 
cross-questioning, but the defense <c:d 
not appear to shake him in his first 
statements. 

There was a large audience in the po- 
jice courtroom when the second night’s 
investigation begun, the spectators fav- 
jng been attracted to the scene expect- 
ing to witness a repetition of the first 
night's sensations. But the trial pro- 
ceeded without a ripple of excitement. 

When Conn’s name was called there 
was, of course, the utmost attention and 
he was listened to closely as he told 
under oath what he had previously stated 
to the chief of police and members of the 
police board, 

The proceedings last night were de- 
voted to the portion of the charges 
against Captain Slaughter which refer to 
the Augusta divorce case. It was charged 
that Conn worked for a man named 
Twiggs in Augusta to get up evidence 
against a man named Taylor. Mrs, Tay- 


lor was suing her husband for a divorce, 


and Twiggs was interested in the case, 
as Mrs. Saylor was his sister. Conn al- 
leged that he worked on the case and ne 


and Captain Slaughter made out a fa'se 


expense account and Twiggs paid it: that 


he went off to work on the case and Cap- 


tain Slaughter paid him his regular sal- 
ary out of the @ity’s treasury; that he 
finally decided to tell all abeut it. 
Corn also testified about other trans- 
actions which, he says, he and Slaughter 
were engaged in and for which he de- 
Clared they received money.

The Case Comes Up. 

At 7:30 o'clock last night the board of 
police commissioners met to proceed with 
the trial of Captain Bradley Slaughter. 

The second night’s proceedings opened 
up by the city attorney announcing that 
the prosecution would produce evidence 
in that branch of the case known as the 
Twiggs divorce case of Augusta. 

Viee Chairman Johnson withdrew and 
allowed Mr. Patterson to take the chair. 
Mr. Patterson did not preside during the 
first night’s session when the McCartney 
divorce matter was taken up. 

Chief Manly was the first witness intro- 
duced by the prosecution. He was ques- 
tioned by Colonel W. T. Moyers. The chief 
stated that he had a conversation with

laughter stated in the presence of wit- 
ness and the chairman and vice chairman 
that Conn did not go to Macon and if he 
went he did so without his Knowledge or 
consent. 

‘I knew nothing of the Twiggs divorce 
case,’ said the chief, “‘until the present 
investigation came up. 1 was talking to 
Detective Green Conn about the McCart- 
ney divorce case and Conn told me of the 
case. Captain Slaughter never 
made any report to me about the Twiggs 
case.”’ 

The chief was asked if Conn received 
pay from the city in December, 1897, when 
the Twiggs divorce case was worked by 
Conn. The chief withdrew and returned 
will the payroll book. 

Conn and the Payroll. 

The payroll showed that Conn received 
full pay in December, 1897. Chief Manly 
Stated that the payroll was made out for 
the detective department from reports 
from Captain Slaughter and his clerk. The 
Clerk is under Captain Slaughter and 
marks the time as given him by Captain 
Slaughter. The payroll also showed that 
Detective Conn received pay for twenty- 
six days in January, 1888, the days he 
missed being the 7th, lth, 13th, 14th and 
léth. 

Upon examining the roll-call book the 
chief announced that the book had heen 
changed by some one, as Conn had first 
been marked present the entire month, 
and the roll changed to make five days 
absent. He said Captain Slaughter had 
access to the book. 

“In February, 1898,"" said the chief, 
“Conn is marked up twenty-eight days, 
but on the margin there is marked five 
days by order of the board.”’ 

In March, 1897, Green Conn was given 
full time. In November, 1896, he was given 
full time. In October, 1898, he was marked 
absent one day, the llth of the month, 

‘‘Now I] will ask you, Chief Manly,”’ said 
Colonel Moyers, “‘if any money was re- 
ported as having been paid to the depart- 
ment in the Twiggs divorce case?’ 

“None,’” was the reply. 

“And no report made of any money?’ 

“None whatever.” 

The defense declined to cross-question 
the chief. 

Green Conn on the Stand. 

Detective F. G. Green Conn was placed 
on the stand. 

The detective testified that he was with 
the police department eight or nine years, 
He was now in the employ of the county, 
and was once chief of police of the coun- 
ty. In answer to questions from Colonel 
Movers, he said:

A paper was shown Conn and he said 


it was an alleged expense account for 

the work done on the Twiggs case. 
This account makes the expenses $97.92. The 

expenses did not amount to more than $30. We 


got a check from Twiggs, in Augusta, for the

He said he left the city in November, 
1896, under Captain Slaughter’s orders. 


Again he went on free passes and was 
marked up full time. Forty dollars was 
paid by the bondsman of the man I went 
after. 

“Captain Slaughter and myself,” said 


Conn, “divided the $0 and the money we 
collected as railroad fare." 

A photograph was shown Conn and he 
Said Captain Slaughter had given it to 
him as the picture of R. G. Taylor, the 
man from whom a divorce was wanted 
in Augusta by Twiggs for his sister. 

Conn Under Cross-Fire. 

Conn .was closely cross-questioned for 
the defense by L. ‘Z. Rosser. 

The witness was asked if the photo- 
graph of Taylor was not given him by 
Attorney Terrell. Conn replied that Cap- 
tain Slaughter gave him the picture. 

Conn was shown the Macon expense 
account and asked about some pencil 
figures, which he claimed he did not 
make.

COMPANY MADE TO 
CHANGE ITS NAME 


Case of Two Belt Lines Decided by 
Secretary of State. 


THEIR NAMES WERE SIMILAR 


Atlanta Belt Railroad Company 
Compelled To Amend Charter. 


ATLANTA BELT RAILWAY OBJECTED 


Declared Name of Competitor Was 
Such That Confusion in Busi- 
ness Would Be Caused. 


An effort on the part of the Atlanta 
Belt railway has compelled the Atlantao 
Belt Railroad Company to change its 
charter name, but there will be no delay 
in the latter getting a charter. 

During the past three days a heated con- 
test between the two competing roads has 
been progressing quietly before the sec- 
retary of state and the attorney general, 
and the matter was finally settled yester- 
day by a decision of the latter official. 

Under the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral of the state, the Atlanta Belt Rail- 
road Company was compelled to change 
its charter name on account of the sim- 
larity of the same to that of the Atlanta 
Belt railway. _ Q 

Before noon yesterday the required 
name had been inserted in the petition 
of the company and the sec retary of state 
formally {issued a charter to the Atlanta 
Belt Line Company. 

It will be recalled that on October 12th 
the secretary of state granted a charter 
to a company known as the Atlanta Belt 
railway. The line, as stated in the pe- 
tition, is to- be thirty miles in length and 
when completed will encircle the city. It 
was known to the incorporators of the 
new railway that in a few days another 
company, the Atlanta Belt Railroad Com- 
pany, would also apply for charter, and 
Judge Henry B. Tompkins, the counsel 
for the former road, entered formal pro- 
test against the granting of a charter 
to the latter road. The ground of ob- 
jection taken by the Atlanta Belt rail- 
way people was that the name of the 
second belt line company was so nearly 
similar to theirs that it would easily cause 
confusion in business. 

At the time the protest was entered 
Judge ‘Tompkins stated to the secretary 
of state that it was not the purpose of 
his road to antagonize the new line and 
that his only object was to avoid con- 
fusion. 

Under section 2160 of the code, the sec- 
retary of state has the right to refuse 
a charter to any corporation whose name 
is similar to that of another already 
chartered. 

Briefs were prepared last Monday by 
Judge Tompkins, on the part of the At- 
lanta Belt railway. and Porter King. for 
the Atlanta Belt Railroad Company, 
which were presented to Secretary Cook 
and by him referred to the attorney 
general for a legal opinion. The briefs 
contained the full statement of both sides 
in the contention. 


Attorney General Gives His Opinion. 


Attorney General Terrell, in giving his 
opinion, stated that while the Atlanta 
Belt Railroad Company would have to 
select another name, it would not 
be necessary for them to advertise their 
intentions under the neW name and that 


the advertisement of four weeks which | 


had just been concluded would be legally 
sufficient, 

It is rumored that the new belt line. 
the Atlanta Belt, Line Company, is con- 
trolled by the Atlanta and West Point 
and will take up the right of way which 
was secured’some time ago by that rail- 
road. Among the incorporators of the 
Atlanta Belt Line Company are George 
C. Smith, Jack J. Spalding, Alex King, 
Forrest Adair and others. The road is to 
have a capital stock of $500,000 and is to 
be nine miles in length, beginning at a 
junction with the Atlanta and West Point 
and Central at Oakland City and running 
east and northeast to a point on the Sea- 
board Air-Line and Georgia railroad.
